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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant's arugment that Gupt does not expressly call for: setting up a virtual circuit between a first ATM switch and a seocnd ATM switch. 
Gupta teaches: setting up a virtual circuit between a first ATM switch and a second ATM switch (A VC is set up between node A (first ATM 
switch) and node J (second ATM switch) per col. 12 lines 40-56)_The applicant appears to be confused as to how a node can have a user 
and still be an ATM switch. The examiner asserts that it is well known in the art for a user to be at a PC which has an ATM LAN interface 
which acts as a switch; thus, a user can be equated with an ATM switch contrary to applicant's argument. The examiner disagrees with the 
applicant's argument that Gupta does not teach: provisioning fewer than said plurality of virtual circuits to said ATM switch Gupta teaches: 
provisioning fewer than said plurality of virtual circuits to said ATM switch (Only the virtual circuits which are available which may not be all 
of the virtual circuits required or fewer than the plurality per col. col. 8 lines 8 to 32) . The examiner disagrees with the applicant's argument 
that provisioning is complete when table have been setup. The examiner asserts that the provisioning is complete when the traffic is 
running on the circuits. Consequenlt,y applicant's request for reconsideration has not been found persuasive. 
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
